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Terrorist 
charges 
admitted 
by friends 

TWO former Birmingham 
classmates who secretly 
went to war as Islamic fight¬ 
ers have admitted terrorism 
offences. Computer science 
student Yusuf Sarwar and 
jobless Mohammed Nahin 
Ahmed, both 22 and from 
Handsworth, were caught 
out by a schoolboy error. 
They came back from Syria 
with thousands of photo¬ 
graphs. 

Police had been able to re¬ 
trieve deleted images from a 
memory card. 

The images showed ac¬ 
tion shots of militia carry¬ 
ing weapons and explosives. 
Two showed Birmingham 
City University student 
Sarwar and friend Ahmed 
pointing guns at the cam¬ 
era. Checks against satellite 
images revealed many of the 
photographs had been taken 
in the devastated Syrian city 
of Aleppo. 

On Tuesday, Sarwar and 
Ahmed, both admitted one 
count of engaging in con¬ 
duct in preparation of ter¬ 
rorism acts at Woolwich 
Crown Court. In May last 
year the two men flew out 
to Turkey and later went on 
to cross the Syrian border. 

When they returned to 
the UK after eight months, 
West Midlands Counter 
Terrorism Unit officers ar¬ 
rested them. They will be 
sentenced at a later date.

Council bucks 
tax struggle 

SANDWELL Council has 
bucked a national trend 
which has seen other local 
authorities across the coun¬ 
try struggle to collect coun¬ 
cil tax. 

Local authorities in Eng¬ 
land collected on average 97 
per cent of council tax owed 
by residents in 2013/14 
- a fall of 0.4pc points on 
2012/13. 

However in Sandwell, 
98pc of council tax owed was 
collected - making Sandwell 
the second best metropoli¬ 
tan authority for collection 
of council tax nationally. 


DEVELOPER LEVY 
TO RAKE IN £7m 


ALMOST £7 million would be made 
available to spend on Sandwell re¬ 
generation projects if new charges 
on developers are introduced. 

Developers would be made to find extra cash 
when tabling proposals, with health centres, 
road projects and creating public open spaces 


among the projects tha 

Government ministers 
have established the Com¬ 
munity Infrastructure Levy 
to help council’s generate 
revenue from development 
projects. 

Sandwell Council is work¬ 
ing on the finer details of 
how much the authority 
will charge developers when 
planning permission is 
agreed. These will have to 
be submitted to the national 
Planning Inspectorate for 
examination. 

If the charges are agreed 
they will be implemented 
from April 1 next year. 
Charges are to be paid by 
developers on top of their 
own costs to the council 
which will plough that cash 
into infrastructure projects. 

It will operate alongside 
existing similar payments, 
called section 106 agree¬ 
ments, but the levy is be¬ 
lieved to have a wider scope 
for the range of projects that 
it can be used to fund. 

Sandwell Council esti¬ 
mated that the levy could 
bring it around £6.894m up

to 2026 once it is introduced. 
Council cabinet members 
will discuss the levy further 
at a meeting held on July 23. 

In a report, regeneration 
director Nick Bubalo, said: 
“The Community Infra¬ 
structure Levy Regulations 
2010 provide local authori¬ 
ties with the opportunity to 
generate revenue from new 
developments, to be spent 
on wide range of infrastruc¬ 
ture projects.” 

A viability study com¬ 
missioned by the council 
estimates rates of £30 per 
square metre for residential 
schemes below 15 units, and 
£15 per square metre for 
schemes of 15 units or more. 

For retail developments, 
the study suggests rates of 
£50 per square metre for 
all retail units in West Bro¬ 
mwich and £60 per square 
metre for larger retail 
schemes borough-wide.

Extremist pair were 
radicalised online 



THEY went to great lengths 
to cover their tracks. But 
two former Birmingham 
classmates left an easy 
trail to follow when pic¬ 
tures of them dressed up 
as Islamic fighters were 
uncovered. 

Yusuf Sarwar and Moham¬ 
med Nahin Ahmed’s pictures 
which had been erased from a 
computer memory card helped 
to dismiss claims that they had 
been involved in humanitarian 
work in Syria. 

There were prominent images of 
them pointing guns at the camera 
in among action shots of militia car¬ 
rying weapons and explosives. 

Checks against satellite images 
revealed many of the photographs 
had been taken in the devastated 
Syrian city of Aleppo, where savage 
fighting raged between the army 
and rebel groups. 

Sarwar and Ahmed, who both 
admitted one count of engaging in 
conduct in preparation of terrorism 
acts, were just two of hundreds of 
young men from Britain who have 
recently gone to fight in Syria, Iraq 
and elsewhere. 

They were also among an increas¬ 
ing number of ‘self radicalised’ ex¬ 
tremists, who are converted by 
online chat rather than a rousing 
address at a radical mosque. 

Instead of going to prayers for in¬ 
spiration, they reach for their lap¬ 
top and ‘talk’ to extremists - like 
the one living beyond the law in 
Denmark with whom Ahmed was 
in touch. 

Details taken from Ahmed’s 
computer revealed he had been in 
conversation with the man before 
flying out to Syria and had con¬ 
cluded their internet discussion by 
saying: “Your words are very inspir¬ 
ing to me.” 

The alarm was first raised when 
the parents of Sarwar reported him 
missing to the police on May 19, 
2013. 

He had left a six page letter de¬ 
tailing his intention to travel to 
Syria and join up with the Islamic 
Jihadist group Kataib al Muha- 


jireen - part of Al Nusra - and a 
banned organisation in this coun¬ 
try. The letter explained: “I have 
gone on holiday but the real pur¬ 
pose is to do Jihad for Allah.” 

He regarded fighting as an ‘obli¬ 
gation’ to protect his religion and 
warned his family not to contact the 
authorities. 

His family initially believed their 
son had gone to Istanbul on a two- 
week trip with his university. 

He used a bogus leaflet - pro¬ 
duced with long time friend Ahmed 
- as cover. It detailed an alleged 


itinerary and gave the name of Ed¬ 
ward Duncan as the contact. 

Both the man and the leaflet were 
fake but the e-mail address given 
for inquiries had been set up with a 
dummy account to ensure that any 
inquiry would be re-routed to them. 

Within hours of being tipped 
off, detectives realised Sarwar had 
left the country with unemployed 
Ahmed, who lived near him in 
Handsworth, because both travelled 
under their real names. There was 
no need for subterfuge since neither 
expected to return home. 


They aimed to die a martyr’s 
death on a Syrian battlefield and 
had settled their affairs - including 
paying off debts - before leaving. 

They boarded a coach for Heath¬ 
row on May 14 - but had left a tell 
tale trail by booking and paying for 
tickets online seven days earlier. 

CCTV film showed them arriving 
at the Premier Inn near the airport 
and leaving early the next morning. 

Overnight, Ahmed trimmed his 
beard and shaved his head believing 
this would make him stand out less 
in a crowd. 


Ex-Baggies 
star gets 
sentence 
over theft 

FORMER West Bromwich 
Albion footballer Ronnie 
Wallwork will be forced to 
do unpaid work after admit¬ 
ting stealing a high-perfor¬ 
mance car. 

The ex-Baggies mid¬ 
fielder, who made 93 ap¬ 
pearances for the club, has 
already been jailed for his 
role in a stolen car parts 
racket. But the ex-footballer 
faced another court appear¬ 
ance in Manchester last 
week. 

Minshull Street Crown 
Court heard Wallwork en¬ 
tered into an agreement 
with car finance company 
Money Barn PLC in June 
2008 for a high-powered 
Audi A4. The vehicle was 
worth £28,000 at the time 
and the deal included fees 
and charges of around 
£12,000 - amounting to 
a total repayment cost of 
around £41,000. 

The judge was told that 
Wallwork,agreed to make 
the payments. But the court 
heard payments stopped at 
around the time he was ar¬ 
rested for his part in an il¬ 
legal vehicle-breaking plot. 
Wallwork was jailed for 15 
months in December 2011. 

Wallwork, from Fails- 
worth, near Oldham, 
pleaded guilty to theft. 
Judge Leslie Hull ordered 
he carry out 120 hours un¬ 
paid work with £1,200 costs.

A HOSEPIPE ban is unlike¬ 
ly this summer, water boss¬ 
es have said.

Pc Andrew Lowbridge 
said there was a quantity of 
class A drugs. Mr Balmain 
said the medical cause of 
death was asphyxia due to 
hanging. He concluded that 
Mr Dickenson hung himself 
while under the influence of 
alcohol and cocaine.

House prices to top £200k barrier 


AVERAGE house prices in the West 
Midlands are on course to break the 
£200,000 barrier by the end of next 
year, says a new report. 

Officials say it is a sign of the 
increasing strength in the region’s 
economy, with growth expected to 
almost double this year. 

Experts at leading accountancy 
firm PwC - formerly Pricewater- 
houseCoopers - say the recovery in 


the wider UK economy could see in¬ 
terest rates starting to rise as early 
as the end of this year. 

While that might cause a slight 
slowdown in the housing market, 
as some families shy away from 
the prospect of higher mortgage 
repayments, PwC is still predicting 
average house prices in the West 
Midlands could hit £210,000 by the 
end of next year. And they could 


rise as high as £256,000 by 2020 It 
is a reflection of how the UK hous¬ 
ing market has leapt back into life 
over the past 12-18 months, with 
prices rising across the country. At 
the moment house prices are ex¬ 
pected to rise eight per cent in the 
West Midlands this year, up from 
£184,000 at the end of 2013. 

Mark Smith, regional chair¬ 
man at PwC in the Midlands, said: 


“House prices in the West Midlands 
are accelerating but we do expect 
this to moderate over the next two 
to three years, slowing to six per 
cent in 2015.” 

Meanwhile the region’s economy 
on the road to recovery. Growth in 
the West Midlands is expected to 
pick up from 1.6 per cent in 2013 to 
around 3.1 per cent in 2014, in line 
with the rest of the UK. 


700k grant to help 

keep people healthy 


ALMOST £700,000 will be spent trying to get 
people in the Black Country to do at least 30 
minutes of exercise a week. 

The project,known as Black Country in Motion, 
will be launched tomorrow. Chiefs behind the initia¬ 
tive have highlighted two areas each in the boroughs 
of Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and Wolverhampton to 
target getting inactive people back into sport. 


The programme is set 
to run until March 2016, 
thanks to £484,910 from 
Sport England and more 
than £200,000 of funding 
from partners. 

The aim is to get 3,000 
people doing 30 minutes of 
exercise a week by March 
2016. The funding will also 
pay for a PhD research 
study led by the University 
of Wolverhampton, while 
the programme will also be 
training up local people with 
sports qualifications. 

It is then hoped that they 
will continue offering sport 
and physical activity in the 
local areas for years to come. 

Andy Webb, head of sport 
and physical activity at 
Dudley Council said: “Black 
Country in Motion will en¬ 
gage local people in physi¬ 
cal activity programmes on 
their doorstep.” 

The programme will tar¬ 
get people in Castle and 
Priory and Netherton and 
Woodside in Dudley, Smeth¬ 
wick and Tipton Green in 
Sandwell, Blakenall and 
Bentley and Darlaston 
North in Walsall and East 
Park and Bilston East in 
Wolverhampton. Mr Webb 
said: “Volunteer support 
for the initiative will make

Anslow's 
launderer 
is told to 
pay £4.5k 

A WOMAN who helped 
launder dirty money for 
Black Country drug lord 
John Anslow has been ord¬ 
ered to repay almost £4,500. 

Jacqueline Hughes had 
benefited to the tune of 
£30,000 from the racket, a 
Proceeds of Crime hearing 
was told. But the realisa¬ 
ble assets of the 42-year-old 
only amounted to £4,449, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The hearing was told that 
Hughes worked for a firm 
called Molineux Boilers that 
seemed to have paid Anslow 
£4,597 a month after tax 
and other stoppages. Mr An¬ 
drew Wallace told the court: 
“He appeared to be an em¬ 
ployee of the company but 
the worksheets do not show 
him doing any work.” 

Mother of two Hughes 
from Mayhurst Close, Tip- 
ton was given a 12-month 
prison term suspended for 
two years with £2,000 costs 
and 150 hours’ unpaid work 
in June last year. She had 
pleaded guilty to facilitat¬ 
ing the acquisition, use or 
control of criminal property 
in the shape of the BMW 
X6 and laundering cash 
from crime to help with the 
purchase of another car be¬ 
tween March and Septem¬ 
ber 2010. 

Judge Webb has now 
made a confiscation order in 
the sum of £4449 and given 
Hughes six months to pay, 
otherwise she faces three 
months behind bars.

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Postmen 
attacked 
by dogs 
tops 100 

MORE than 100 postmen 
and women were attacked 
by dogs in the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire last 
year, it has been revealed. 

The figures, released by 
Royal Mail, shows an in¬ 
crease in all five postcodes 
in the region. Almost 80 
attacks were logged by post¬ 
men and women between 
April 2013 and 2014, in¬ 
cluding 39 in the B postcode 
area. Wolverhampton saw 
seven attacks, while the fig¬ 
ure rose to 19 in Dudley. 

Walsall was the only area 
that saw a decrease com¬ 
pared to the previous year, 
dropping to 13 from 14. And 
in Staffordshire, where fig¬ 
ures include Stafford and 
South Staffordshire, as well 
as Stoke, the number of at¬ 
tacks drastically rose to 45 
from 19 the previous year.

Man died 
after fall in 
care home 

A MAN who had a fall at 
a nursing home in Tipton 
died after suffering a bleed 
on the brain, an inquest 
heard. 

Alfred Small suffered a 
fall at Ryland View Nurs¬ 
ing Home on October 10 
last year and was found by 
staff on the floor in a toilet 
after shouting for help, an 
inquest held at Smethwick 
Council House heard last 
Wednesday. 

The 83-year-old, who 
lived in Walton Road, 
Wednesbury, and had been 
staying in the nursing home 
on a temporary basis, died 
the next day at Sandwell 
Hospital. 

Debbie Whittle, unit man¬ 
ager at the nursing home, 
told the inquest that Mr 
Small suffered from a lot of 
falls, but was an independ¬ 
ent man. 

She said: “He was reluc¬ 
tant to ask for help.” After 
he fell, Ms Whittle said that 
staff then started to notice 
he was slurring his speech 
and called for an ambulance. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
that he had died as a result 
of an accident. 


England had announced 
the funding.

‘I’ll keep dancing 
as long as I can’ 


The octogenarian salsa 
dancer from Stourbridge 
isn’t ready to quit, she tells

SHE is the hip-shaking, nim¬ 
ble-footed great-grandmother 
who stunned the nation as she 
was thrown around the dance¬ 
floor by her younger partner. 

Jaws dropped as Paddy Jones 
twirled around the Britain’s Got 
Talent stage earning herself a stand¬ 
ing ovation from all four judges. 

As she celebrates her 80th birthday, 
she has revealed she has no plans to 
hang up her dancing shoes yet, vowing 
to carry on as long as she can. 

Golden 

Paddy, from Stourbridge, won the 
hearts of the nation when she was put 
straight through to the final of the 
ITV1 show after judge Amanda Holden 
pressed her golden buzzer. 

She says: “Since appearing on the 
show my life has been incredible and now 
I want to encourage people to go for their 
dreams and not give up. 

“My mother was a singer and she 
wanted to be professional but my 
grandpa said no and told her she had to 
stay in Stourbridge. I think she lived her 
life through me. I started dancing at the 
age of two and later started drama and 
elocution lessons because, living in the 
Black Country, elocution is important. I 
was 12 when I did my first professional 
show at Dudley Hippodrome and 15 
when I left school to go into theatre.” 

Paddy performed in Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham and Blackpool 
before meeting her late husband, David, 
at the age of 16. She decided to give up 
dancing aged 22 to start a family and ran 
a shop called Paddy’s Fabrics in Victoria 
Passage, Stourbridge.

In 2001 the couple decided to move 
to Spain but sadly their move was de¬ 
layed when David was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. After nine months of treat¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital, he was 
well enough to go and they enjoyed a 
few happy months there before the dis¬ 
ease returned. He died in March 2003. 

Paddy took up Latin-American dance 
lessons to keep herself busy and redis¬ 
covered her love of dance. Her teacher 
Nico Espinosa, 40 years her junior, rec¬ 
ognised her potential and together they 
started working on routines. 


Since then she has been swung, flung, 
thrown and twirled around stages all 
over the world and together the couple 
won the Spanish version of Britain’s 
Got Talent. They finished ninth in the 
UK version of the competition after 
Paddy soldiered on despite breaking her 
ribs just before the final round. 

“I never expected the kind of recep¬ 
tion I got after appearing on Britain’s 
Got Talent,” says Paddy. “It was in¬ 
credible when Amanda pressed the 
golden buzzer because we were the first 
contestants on the show to get one and 


we didn’t know what to think. Nico was 
besides himself and burst into tears. It 
was an incredible feeling. 

“Amanda has been an absolutely won¬ 
derful person and a fantastic mentor. 
She is so down to earth and is incredibly 
supportive because she sent flowers to 
Spain when I cracked my ribs.” 

Since she started dancing again, 
Paddy, whose real name is Sarah Pa¬ 
tricia Jones, has travelled to North and 
South America, Europe and Israel. 

Peru 

She competed in Showmatch, the Ar¬ 
gentinian version of Strictly Come Danc¬ 
ing but failed to reach the final. The pair 
have also performed at the World Salsa 
Congress in Peru. 

In 2010 she was entered into the 
Guinness World Record books for being 
the oldest salsa acrobatic dancer. 

“I received a medal after appearing in 
the book which I treasure very much be¬ 
cause it is a fantastic achievement,” says 
Paddy. “It has been a very exciting few 
years and I have really enjoyed myself 
and since the show ended I have had a 
lot of job offers. 

“Nico and I have been invited to ap¬ 
pear on India’s Got Talent as guest per¬ 
formers which is exciting. I have also 
been asked to perform on a cruise ship 
for three months but that is just too long 
because I have a home, a garden, a dog 
and a cat in Spain and I can’t abandon 
them. 

“I will carry on dancing for as long as I 
am able to. I have no intention of giving 
up just yet.” 

Last week Paddy marked her 80th 
birthday by giving a talk about her ex¬ 
periences to students at Wolverley CE 
Secondary School near Kidderminster. 

The mother-of-four and grandmoth- 
er-of-seven comes back to the West Mid¬ 
lands every four months from her home 
in Spain to visit friends and family. She 
says: “I miss Stourbridge, I love coming 
back and seeing everyone I know. I’m a 
Stourbridge girl at heart.” 


THE sudden death of West Mid¬ 
lands police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Bob Jones has left a void 
that many think cannot be filled 
- even though the law says they 
must do so in just over a month. 

Were the loss of a public serv¬ 
ant respected even by his polit¬ 
ical opponents not enough, the 
police have now been left deal¬ 
ing with one of the more absurd 
parts of the statute that created 
the post in the first place. 

The Police Reform and Social 
Responsibility Act that gave rise 
to the 2012 elections of PCCs 
requires a by-election be held 
‘not more than 35 days after the 
relevant event’. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, 
who chairs the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Panel, found 
himself in the unenviable posi¬ 
tion of having to discuss how 
to replace Mr Jones within four 
hours of being told of his pass¬ 
ing. 

There then followed a debate 
between Government depart¬ 
ments over whether ‘35 days’ 
meant calendar or business 
days and whether the ‘relevant 
event’ (such a cold and clinical 
term) meant Mr Jones’ passing 
or some formal notification. 

If we leave aside the gross in¬ 
sensitivity of a law that requires 
a vacancy to be filled so quickly, 
it is also a bureaucratic night¬ 
mare. 

The PCC for the West Mid¬ 
lands covers not fewer than sev¬ 
en council areas. Three of them 
are cities and one of those is Bir¬ 
mingham, the second biggest in 
the country. 

Then there will be the work for 
the political parties and candi¬ 
dates, who must select people 
to stand for them and get all the 
paperwork through. 

There will need to be the time 
to come up with campaign liter¬ 
ature. 

Meanwhile the work of the 
PCC must continue. An interim 
appointment will be made later 
this month. 

But what happens if the tem¬ 
porary post holder, likely to be 
deputy PCC Yvonne Mosquito, 
wants to throw her hat into the 
ring? 

Will she be allowed to cam¬ 
paign while technically the in¬ 
cumbent? 

All the while, we continue to 
mourn the loss of Bob Jones 
CBE, who never believed the 
role of a PCC should exist in the 
first place. 

In a letter to the Express & 
Star in 2012, thanking voters 
and pledging to serve everyone, 
regardless of how or even if they 
voted, Mr Jones wrote: “I believe 
police and crime commissioners 
are an expensive and unneces¬ 
sary change, poorly implement¬ 
ed and appallingly publicised.” 

Were he with us today he 
would be within his rights to say 
the chaos following his death 
had proved him correct. 

But he’d be too busy quietly 
getting on with the job for that.

DEVELOPERS behind a £7.1 million rebuild 
of Wednesbury Leisure Centre say they will 
try to keep delays to the work to a minimum 
in the wake of a devastating arson attack.

Jayplas back on its feet 
one year on from blaze 



IT was the biggest fire ever 
tackled by firefighters in 
the West Midlands and was 
sparked by a floating sky lan¬ 
tern. 

Thousands of tons of plastic and 
aper went up in flames tackled 
y more than 200 firefighters at 
Jayplas Ltd in Smethwick. 

Smoke could be seen 60 miles away, 
roads were closed, buses diverted and 
a school shut by the huge blaze, which 
broke out 12 months ago on June 30, 
2013. 

The firm was closed for more six 
months following the devastating in¬ 
ferno which caused £6million of dam¬ 
age. Now one year on it is back on its 
feet after bosses rebuilt the fire-rav¬ 
aged recycling centre. And West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service says progress is also 
being made to help prevent similar 
blazes at recycling plants in the future. 

As well as calling for a code of 
practice for the storage of waste and 
recycling materials, the fire brigade 
demanded a review of the sale and 
use of the lanterns. CCTV footage 
showed a lantern descending onto the 
piles of plastic at Dartmouth Road 
site. Within eight minutes, the fire had 
taken hold. 

After the fire, superstore Poundland 
withdraw all airborne lanterns from 
sale, a move welcomed by fire and 
rescue services across the country. It 
was also the third blaze at a recycling 
plant in the West Midlands in less 
than three months - the others being 
at Lawrence Recycling in Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Pelican Foods in Stourport. 

Phil Hales, Deputy Chief Fire Of¬ 
ficer of the West Midlands, said: “The 
fire demonstrated our responsiveness 
as a fire and rescue service. It’s crucial 
that we all understand the impact of 
growing numbers of recycling plants 
and storage sites. We need the best 
fire prevention and control measures 


in place. We welcome national moves 
towards addressing fire safety issues 
associated with recycling and waste 
management.” 

Councillor John Edwards, chairman 
of the West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority, said: “The fire was the big¬ 
gest in the history of our service. Our 


excellent, whole-time crews responded 
quickly and in large numbers to con¬ 
trol and contain the incident. Over the 
last four years our firefighter numbers 
and budgets have been cut substan¬ 
tially, and more cuts are forecast. In 
the context of the Smethwick fire, that 
causes great concerns.”

Molineux borne out 
of 'Rotton' beginnings 


IN 1720 a man named John 
Rotton decided to build him¬ 
self a house. We do not know 
who Mr Rotton was, but he 
may well have been a prom¬ 
inent bucklemaker, which 
was an important trade in 
Wolverhampton. 

If the contractor he chose gath¬ 
ered his men by the Town Hall at 
the top of High Green (now Queen 
Square), which seems a likely spot 
they would have walked down 
High Green and turned right at 
the bottom into Tup Street (now 
North Street). 

They would have passed the Red 
Lion and three Prebend houses, 
and Giffard House to a piece of land 
of about eight acres at the top of 
Wadhams Hill. 

Mr Rotton had them line up his new 
house facing St Peter’s Church, but 
at the rear there was a fine view over 
open countryside, stretching to Tet-

tenhall ridge, with Chillington Hall 
visible 10 miles away. 

John Rotton only lived in his new 
house for about 20 years, because 
he died in 1743 and because he died 
owing a local ironmaster named John 
Molineux £700, his widow came to an 
agreement handing over the house in 
payment. 

Impressed 

John Molineux was so impressed 
with the house that he decided to 
make it the family’s main residence, 
and it was greatly extended, with for¬ 
mal gardens stretching down the hill. 

As time went on Wolverhampton ex¬ 
panded, Waterloo Road was cut across 
the hill and new housing built, and as 
the 19th Century progressed, a whole 
new suburb, Newhampton, was built, 
and instead of a fine view across open 


countryside, Molineux House looked 
out on ranks of smoky rooftops. 

In 1860 the Molineux family sold 
the house and by 1870 it had been 
turned into a hotel, with its gardens 
becoming Wolverhampton’s first pub¬ 
lic park, albeit with an entry fee. 

To bring in the crowds various 
sporting activities were promoted, 
and cycle races in particular drew in 
crowds of up to 20,000 people. 

Across town a football team borne 
out of St Luke’s church was draw¬ 
ing large crowds at its Dudley Road 
ground, and was looking for a bigger 
stadium. 

A deal was struck, the lake in Mo¬ 
lineux Gardens was filled in, and a 
football pitch and stands were con¬ 
structed and Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers began its long relationship 
with the ground which still retains the 
name Molineux. 

How fortunate that the name of the 
original owner of the house did not ad¬ 
here to the property, because it would 
now be Rotton House and Rotton Sta¬ 
dium.

Top cop targeting 
all areas of crime 



Focus on Tipton 


EVERYTHING from human 
trafficking and domestic 
abuse to criminal damage 
and inconsiderate parking is 
being targeted by a new top 
cop in the Black Country. 

Chief Superintendent Matthew 
Ward has only been in the job for 
five weeks, but is already clear on 
what his priorities are for policing 
in the borough. 

He said he wants to target ‘both 
those things that cause the most con¬ 
cern to people, and the things that 
cause the most harm to people’. 

“They can be two very different 
things,” he said. “Things like an¬ 
ti-social behaviour, criminal damage, 
burglary and cars being broken into, 
people are feeling those things and we 
need to address them. 

“But there’s also a lot of serious 
crime that people don’t see, such as 
domestic abuse, exploitation, human 
trafficking, that take place in all com¬ 
munities but often with hidden vic¬ 
tims. So my job is to get the balance 
right in both of those areas.” 

Ch Supt Ward has already been 
speaking to members of the commu¬ 
nity about their main concerns, and 
will be feeding them into his plans for 
the local force. 

Already he has signed off a disper¬ 
sal order in parts of Tipton, which was 
brought into force on Tuesday for six 
months and will see a crackdown on 
anti-social behaviour there. 

He said: “The main concerns I’m 
hearing about tend to be around noise 
nuisance and driving-related offences, 
inconsiderate parking around places 
like schools, those very visible things 


that have a day-to-day impact on peo¬ 
ple’s lives. My job is to ensure that my 
teams are working with the right peo¬ 
ple to find some long-term solutions.” 

He will also be involved in coordi¬ 
nating his teams with other organ¬ 
isations in the borough, such as the 
council and the voluntary sector, to 
find solutions to problems that may 
not fall under the remit of the police. 

A father to six-year-old twins, Ch 
Supt Ward, aged 40, has been in po¬ 
licing for 19 years in a career that has 
taken him all over the West Midlands 
and seen him investigate some of the 
region’s most serious crimes, includ¬ 
ing the Handsworth riots of 2005. 


Originally from Newcastle-un¬ 
der-Lyme, it was a chance meeting 
with an inspector that led the Cam¬ 
bridge-educated law graduate to a 
career in the police. He said: “My deci¬ 
sion to join was based on a school pro¬ 
ject I had to do when I was 14 in which 
I had to interview someone. 

“I didn’t have any ideas, but the 
bus I used to catch home from school 
stopped next to a police station. I de¬ 
cided to walk in and ask them, and the 
next thing I knew the duty inspector 
at the time walked out and gave me 
an hour’s interview about his career. 
That left a completely lasting impres¬ 
sion on me.”

library project workers 
urged to come forward 

IT has become one of the 
most iconic sights on the Bir¬ 
mingham skyline. 

And now workers behind the 
city’s £190 million new library are 
being urged to come forward and 
be honoured for their work on the 
landmark project. 

Men and women who helped build 
the city centre library have been 
called on by the Construction Industry 
Training Board to make themselves 
known for an award. 

It comes after the library was chosen 
by the board as one of five iconic build¬ 
ings in the country. 

The library has become famous for 
its 5,357 interlocking metal circles 
which encase the 11-storey building. 

It is also covered in lights, which 
make Europe’s biggest library shine 
at night. 

The Construction Industry Training 
Board, which is the skills body for the 
construction industry, wants to award 
the builders for their skills, expertise 
and hard work. 

As well as receiving industry recog¬ 
nition for their achievement, one rep¬ 
resentative from the building project 
will be selected to attend the organi¬ 
sation’s Pride of Construction Award 
in London. 

Mick O’Flynn, the board’s regional 
delivery manager for Central Eng¬ 
land, said, “We are looking for anyone 
involved on the construction of the Li¬ 
brary of Birmingham in some capacity, 
whether as a labourer, scaffolder, site 
manager or an architect. Whatever 
your contribution was to its construc¬ 
tion, we want to hear from you. 

“We hope that many of the people 
who worked on the Library of Bir¬ 
mingham will take the opportunity to 
come forward and make themselves 
known to us.

Baddies’ Boogie, 

Newhampton Arts Centre, W-ton 

ANOTHER raft of talented individ¬ 
uals from all over the Midlands were 
brought together in Whitmore Reans 
by promoters Baddies’ Boogie for 
more thoroughly enjoyable acoustic 
music. 

This offering was probably the most 
eclectic yet with the Silhouettes and 
their indie/electronica sound; the so¬ 
phisticated sound of Jess Burgess and 
the singing of Richard Wellington all 
of who hail from Wolverhampton. 

Dotted in between were Newport’s 
Oily Flavell and the big sound of 
Stourbridge’s Jen Robins. 

Opener Flavell fell victim to a bro¬ 
ken string but was soon back on stage 
singing his version of the much-cov¬ 
ered Valerie. Flavell has a really solid 
and tuneful voice but he does try too 
hard to sound soulful and crowds his 
singing with vocal tricks.He does have 
a good range but it felt as if he was 
trying to use every trick in the book 
and consequently his voice was up 
and down, with harmonies sometimes 
sounding forced. Jen Robins took over 
with her likeable girlish singing and a 
definite confident stage presence. She 
too has a strong, tuneful voice with 
that Dolly Parton warble underneath

occasionally. However, similar to Fla¬ 
vell, she tries too hard to have this 
soulful diva sound which she honestly 
doesn’t need. Robins’ voice is good, 
powerful and produces some lovely 
deep harmonies which remind some¬ 
times of the legend Parton. 

Distinctive 

She was followed by Jess Burgess 
who has a very distinctive voice and 
sophisticated sound. At first she looked 
a little uncomfortable on stage but she 
launched into her first track Mardy 
Bum with confidence sounding uncan¬ 
nily like Lily Allen when she first burst 
onto the pop scene. 

There is this air of coolness about 
her and she looked as sophisticated as 
she sounded. She really gave an exam¬ 
ple of how strong and clear her voice 
was with her version of White Noise 
from Disclosure. Taking over the stage 
next, quite literally with a bewildering 
array of wires, gizmos and equipment, 
were Silhouettes. 

This time they were a mere duo of 
Nathan Till and Jay Cuthill although 
they do have a bigger line up. Till, who 


did most of the singing, has a melan¬ 
cholic voice and their sound harkens 
back to the experimental sounds of 
early Pink Floyd but you can defi¬ 
nitely hear influences from Radiohead, 
Massive Attack and Coldplay in there. 
Their sound is thoughtful, ethereal, 
clever and multi-stranded almost, in 
some cases, psychedelic. Finishing off 
the night was Richard Wellington and 
to be fair to Wellington his nerves got 
the better of him. 

More used to being part of a group, 
Militia Inc, being up on stage alone 
with a guitar did him no favours. 
Picking a massive song like Black 
Sabbath’s Paranoid and committing 
the schoolboy error of not tuning the 
instrument beforehand didn’t help ei¬ 
ther. 

But you have to give Wellington his 
due, it’s not easy to stand in the spot¬ 
light all alone in front of an audience 
where there is nowhere to hide. Also to 
his credit Wellington was not afraid to 
tackle the big numbers, but he never 
really relaxed. It wasn’t that bad a 
performance and it would certainly be 
worth hearing him again. 

The next Baddies’ Boogie is July 19 
in the upstairs room of Talk, Birming¬ 
ham.

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Medics’ 4x4 fleet 
after £2.2m boost 

MORE than a dozen new 4x4 ambulances are to be in¬ 
troduced in the West Midlands under a £2.2million in¬ 
vestment from the region’s ambulance service. 

The 16 Mercedes vehicles will mean paramedics will 
be able to reach patients in difficult weather and muddy 
off-road conditions. 

The fleet is being brought in by West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, which already has more than 300 ambu¬ 
lances and 200 rapid response vehicles. 

It is hoped each hub, including Willenhall, West Brom¬ 
wich and Dudley, will get its own 4x4 vehicle. 

Craig Cooke, support services director, said: “The new 
vehicles will mean that for the first time we will have a 
full size ambulance with 4x4 capabilities. 

“This investment in new vehicles will help us provide 
high quality clinical services to people who suffer seri¬ 
ous injuries or medical conditions when they are out and 
about on uneven and difficult to access terrain. 

“This should improve the comfort and care to patients 
and offer a much better working environment for our 
staff.”

DOZENS of travellers’ caravans have moved 
onto two separate council-owned sites just 
two miles apart in the Black Country. 

Residents living near one of the sites, which is a 
playing field used by children’s football teams, have 
complained about littering.

the site, off Meadow Ave¬ 
nue in West Bromwich after 
around 12 caravans moved 
in last Tuesday night. At 
the second site, also on play¬ 
ing fields off nearby Newton 
Road near the All Saints 
Church, around 20 caravans 
have moved on to the field. 

Two police officers in a 
van kept watch of the site 
last Friday. One resident 
living near to the camp 
at Meadow Avenue, who 
wished to remain anony¬ 
mous, said: “On Wednesday 
morning I could see some¬ 
thing through the bushes 
and my first thought was 
someone had put a tent up. 

“But then I could see the 
gates were open, and they 
are always locked. 

“It’s used as a playing 
field by lots of football 
teams, and it’s especially 
busy this time of year.” 

Several more caravans 
have moved onto the site, 
which is overlooked by three 
tower blocks, since the first 
group arrived on Tuesday. 

Residents there have also 


complained of a generator 
being used at night. 

Sandwell Council’s dep¬ 
uty leader Councillor Mah- 
boob Hussain said the 
authority was currently 
working with the police to 
take back the land. He said: 
“Once the travellers leave, 
the land will be made secure 
to prevent future encamp¬ 
ments and the sites will be 
cleaned up. “These encamp¬ 
ments are an inconvenience 
to local people and they cost 
the council thousands of 
pounds in taxpayers’ money 
to clear up in a time of cuts 
to the council’s budget. I 
would urge the Government 
to look again at the legisla¬ 
tion to enable us to remove 
encampments that cause 
problems more quickly. 

He added: “No football 
matches are booked on these 
pitches this weekend as it’s 
outside the football season. 
Any teams who train on this 
pitch should get in touch 
with our parks team on 
0121 569 3427.”

Schools in £lm staff bill 


MORE than £1 million was 
spent on agency staff at 
schools across Walsall in just 
five months, it has emerged. 

The outlay on temporary work¬ 
ers was made in the borough be¬ 
tween January and May, accord¬ 
ing to latest figures. 

Around £ 1.09m was spent on cover¬ 
ing the likes of sickness absence, ma¬ 
ternity cover and staff who are off site 


for other reasons. Some schools used 
a number of agencies and the amount 
spent ranged from £8.38 to £46,101 in 
the period January 1 to May 16. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, port¬ 
folio holder for children’s services at 
Walsall Council, said there are occa¬ 
sions where schools have to use sup¬ 
ply staff. “Making sure that children 
have the very best chance to learn and 
achieve well every day is a key priority 
in every Walsall school,” he said. 


“From time to time teachers and 
support staff may be supporting off 
site activities, involved in professional 
development or on sick leave. Where 
there are gaps that can’t be filled in¬ 
ternally, schools will make use of 
supply staff, through their delegated 
school budgets.” 

It comes after an overhaul of the ed¬ 
ucation system in Walsall which saw 
the council terminate its £345 million 
contract with private firm Serco.

220 people evacuated 
after restaurant fire 


MORE than 200 people had 
to be evacuated from a ho¬ 
tel when a fire broke out in a 
takeaway restaurant. 

The blaze started just before 
6.30am on Tuesday in The Food 
Republic on Broad Street in Bir¬ 
mingham, and at its height eight 
fire engines and around 40 fire¬ 
fighters were on the scene, in¬ 
cluding staff from Smethwick fire 
station. 

Around 220 guests were evacuated 
by staff of the Hampton by Hilton 
Hotel, which is above the restaurant. 
Firefighters also checked the hotel to 
make sure no-one else was inside. 

Fourteen firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus tackled the fire, 
which was extinguished by 7.50am. 

The extent of the damage is not yet 
known, and investigators are currently 
working on finding out the cause of 
the blaze, which is believed to be sus¬ 
picious. 

The hotel was not available for 
comment, but it is understood smoke 
issuing from the fire was the reason 
behind the evacuation. 

Highgate fire station wrote on its 
Twitter account: “The fire on Broad 
Street this morning was at Food Re¬ 
public. Smoke affected the ©Hamp¬ 
ton Hilton hotel which necessitated an 
evacuation.” 

Meanwhile, Broad Street was closed 
heading out of the city between Sheep- 
cote Street and Ryland Street, causing 
havoc for rush hour traffic around the 
immediate area. _ . A „ 

Twitter user ©SarahACromwell 
wrote: “I hope none of you are stuck 
in the Broad Street fire, complete 
chaos. Hagley Road will be a living 
nightmare.” 

A fire also broke out this morning 
at the Bramford Arms in Tipton Road, 
Sedgley, at around 7.15am. The fire,

Thankfully the fire could be 
confined to the room of origin because 
of good information from the cleaner 
on arrival and the actions of the 
breathing apparatus crew.” General 
manager, Alex Lacey, added: “We had 
a little electrical fire that was confined 
to a small storage area.”

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Two-tier market fear 
over property prices 

HOUSE prices in parts of the West Midlands are lower 
now than at the worst point in the recession, despite a 
national upturn in the market. 

Fears of a two-tier recovery were raised as houses in 
areas like Bilston were shown to have dropped eight per 
cent in value since 2009 while a home in affluent Solihull 
has shot up 16 per cent. 

Areas like Wolverhampton and Walsall have seen a lit¬ 
tle change since 2009 but a sudden increase in the past 
year. Yet homes in Stourbridge, Dudley, Kidderminster, 
Willenhall and Cannock are all being sold for less now 
than five years ago. 

According to figures from the Halifax, In Bilston an 
average home will change hands for £107,008, compared 
with £268,042 in Solihull. But despite the low growth in 
prices, four out of five properties on the market are out 
of reach of the average working family looking to buy 
their first home, according to housing charity Shelter.

Pilot’s lucky escape after 
wheel collapses on landing 


A PILOT had a lucky escape after 
his plane crashed during landing at 
an airport in South Staffordshire. 

The Piper PA-28 Cherokee was 
coming into land at Wolverhampton 
Halfpenny Green Airport at Bob- 
bington, near Stourbridge, on July 
2 at 11am when its front wheel col¬ 
lapsed causing it to skid along the 
runway. 

The plane was being flown by a 
male pilot and there were no pas¬ 
sengers on board at the time of the 
crash. 

Fire crews based at the airport 
were scrambled to the plane and 
sprayed it with foam to prevent any 
fire starting. 

Airport officials say that the pilot 


was uninjured. They were unable to 
reveal where the plane was flying 
from. 

Alastair Mackinnon, the opera¬ 
tional manager at Wolverhampton 
Halfpenny Green Airport, said: “At 
around 11am the Piper PA-8 Cher¬ 
okee has come into land and as it 
has done so the front wheel has col¬ 
lapsed. 

“It has skidded along the run way 
and come to a stop - it was a simple 
collision. 

“One male was on board, the pilot, 
and there were no injuries. The fire 
service that is based at the airport 
sprayed the plane with foam but this 
was precautionary and to prevent 
any possibility of a fire starting.”

A website has been 
launched which contains in¬ 
formation about the ‘hidden 
crime’ of child sex exploita¬ 
tion (CSE). Information 
packs are being offered as 
well as guidance for people 
who work in hotels, leisure 
centres and taxi companies. 

Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Walsall, Coven¬ 
try, Birmingham and Soli¬ 
hull councils are involved 
with West Midlands Police. 

Hidden 

There were 82 cases of 
CSE in Birmingham in 
2013/14, 34 in Sandwell, 29 
in Dudley, 29 in Walsall, 20 
in Wolverhampton, 15 in So¬ 
lihull and 16 in Coventry — 
the numbers are increasing. 
Since April 2014 alone there 
have been 65 more cases in 
Birmingham, 21 in Wolver¬ 
hampton, nine in Dudley, 
four in Sandwell, three in 
Walsall, 15 in Coventry and 
five in Solihull. 

The rise has been put 
down to the work of a spe¬ 
cialist team identifying 
cases that would previously 
have been recorded differ¬ 
ently. 

Stephen Rimmer, West 
Midlands lead for tackling 
CSE, said: “Child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation has been a hidden 
crime for far too long. The 
perpetrators deliberately 
target some of our most vul- 


i a child’s behaviour.

nerable children, whether 
online or in public places, 
and believe they will not be 
caught. This has to end now. 

“For the first time, all of 
the agencies with responsi¬ 
bility for tackling this abuse 
across the West Midlands 
are working to common 
standards of reporting and 
investigation. This must be 
matched by greater public 
awareness. 

“No school or community 
is immune from this threat. 
The relentless depiction of 
online porn is placing ever 
greater pressure on pre and 
early teenagers. 

“We must work together 
to protect our children from 
manipulative abusers of all 
ages and backgrounds, and 
fight back against accepting 
as ‘normal’ the depiction of 
aggressive and exploitative 
sexual relationships.” 

Warning signs can include 
having older friends, a child 
persistently going missing, 
secretive relationships with 
unknown adults, truancy, 
chronic fatigue, constant 
mobile phone calls, posses¬ 
sion of money or new things.

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Walk-in centres move to tackle increase 


BOSSES from Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Clinical Commissioning 
Group said they did as much as possi¬ 
ble to help West Midlands Ambulance 
Service during one of its busiest week¬ 
ends by extending the hours of its 
walk-in centres. 

The weekend of June 20 to 22 was 
the emergency service’s third busiest 
in its history. Over the three days, 


West Midlands Ambulance Service re¬ 
sponded to 8,432 incidents, a 14.6 per 
cent increase compared to the corre¬ 
sponding period last year when there 
were 7,358. 

At a subsequent meeting of the 
governing body of the CCG, account¬ 
able officer Andy Williams said: “We 
responded by increasing the opening 
hours of our walk-in centres to try 


and take some of the pressure off. We 
did react to that. It’s not immediately 
obvious why it was so busy.” 

The walk-in centres are in Parson¬ 
age Street, West Bromwich, and Sum- 
merfield GP and Urgent Care Centre, 
in Birmingham. 

Figures have not yet been released 
on how busy the walk-in centres were 
over the three days. 


Third of workers 
in the region say 
they pull a sickie 


ONE in three workers in the West 
Midlands admits to having pulled 
a ‘sickie’ - according to the lat¬ 
est research. 

The study found that sick days are 
costing organisations in the UK more 
than £23 billion a year, but a large 
proportion of the sick bill could be 
preventable. People lying or exagger¬ 
ating to take time off work accounts 
for around £9bn of the total bill. 

In its survey of over 2,000 UK adults, 
accountants PwC found that in the West 
Midlands the most popular reasons for why 
people pulled a ‘sickie’ were hangovers (38 
per cent), family responsibilities (36 per 
cent), job interviews (28 per cent), being 
bored with their job (20 per cent), and spe¬ 
cial events such as weddings or christenings 
(15 per cent). 

More than one in 10 (13 per cent) people 
said they have lied to take time off work 
to watch a sporting event. Illness is by far 
the most common excuse but the research 
reveals that some workers go to highly crea¬ 
tive lengths to cover up why they are taking 
illicit time off work. 

Some of the more unusual excuses from 
West Midlanders included going to hospital 
to get treatment for a sleep disorder, the 
exhaust fell off their car and the boiler 
blew up so they couldn’t have a shower. 
The UK’s overall sickness bill - both genu¬ 
ine and made-up - has fallen to £23bn from 
£29bn a year ago. 

But despite the positive trend, UK work¬ 
ers still take seven sick days a year, nearly 
three times the amount of sick days as their 
counterparts in Asia Pacific (2.2 days) and 
nearly double the US (3.8 days). 

Central and Eastern Europe has the 
highest level of sick days at an average of 
8.3 a year. PwC partner David Wignall, 
leader of the firm’s human resource ser¬ 
vices team in the West Midlands, said: “De¬ 
spite overall levels of absence falling in the 
UK, this could be even lower if employers 
crack down on unwarranted absence. Sick- 
ies are costing organisations £9bn a year - 
much of which is avoidable. 

“Our research shows that when it comes 
to reducing absence levels, carrot rather 
than stick is the best approach. Having a 
flexible working culture can go a long way 
to breaking the cycle of people feeling that 
they are entitled to days off outside of their 
holiday allowance and encouraging better 
engagement.”

The smart money is on the Beeb.

packs a punch

Super naked . . . there, bet that got 
your attention. 

But since this is a motorcycle test report, 
we’re not talking of an all-over tan but a 
class of high performance machine which 
grew out of the ‘street fighter’ class: a bike 
that packs a punch but stripped of excess 
plastic. 

Aggressive looks are de rigueur for such 
machines, and at first sight the latest Honda 
CB1000R certainly looks the part - almost as if 
its profile was modelled on that of a crouching 
big cat, ready to spring. 

Press the starter button and first impressions 
are reinforced by the urgent beating of the test 
bike’s Akrapovic exhaust, making your heart¬ 
beat accelerate to match it. The CB1000R is a 
performer for the real world, based on many 
components from the legendary Fireblade. 

It is relatively short wheelbase, built on a rig¬ 
id aluminium frame with race-style single-sided 
swingarm, with brakes and suspension based 
on those of the race-winning super sport ma¬ 
chine, as well as its engine and gearbox. 

Weighing in at well under 5001b - one of the 
lightest in its class -power from the 124bhp from 
the 1,000cc engine is plentiful. The standard 
model is £9,399 while the combined ABS ver¬ 
sion comes in an £500 more. 

The Fireblade-derived engine has been 
down-tuned (although I’d prefer to say re-tuned) 
so that what is lost in terms of top-end power is 
more than made up for with low to mid-range 
torque. Perhaps that doesn’t suit some, but for 
me it creates a more usable, easy to ride road 
bike that’s still rewarding and a lot of fun. It 
starts off pulling like a train, and gets better as 
the revs rise making it adept at powering out of 
slow corners or getting through the traffic with 
quick ‘roll on, roll off’ overtakes. 


While you might expect it of larger capac¬ 
ity tourers, it was pretty impressive to find 
the bike would run smoothly through villag¬ 
es, sticking to the speed limits, in top (sixth) 
gear without complaint from the engine and 
then pull away rapidly, still without the need to 
change down. 

That gives you an impression of the torquey 
nature of the engine, when you bear in mind 
that the same sixth gear will power the CB up 
to its estimated maximum of 150mph. 

Acceleration is smooth, linear and predicta¬ 
ble from very low revs (by bike standards) up 
to the red line. 

Modified 

Suspension, forks and brakes are also de¬ 
rived from the Fireblade, although modified to 
take account of the CB’s extra weight. 

It’s also a pleasant surprise for riders like 
me that the suspension isn’t as pogo-stick stiff 
as some sports bikes, which is fine on track 
but horrible on a typically bumpy British road. 
It copes well with the bumps, making corner¬ 
ing more of a predictable and comfortable 
experience. 

Honda has tuned the suspension for a 
near-perfect balance of ride comfort and ac¬ 
complished cornering, helped by the bike’s 
inherent balance, light weight and relatively 
short wheelbase. 

It handles like a superbike, with no sense 
of weight as you tip into a corner or when you 
straighten out. It inspires confidence and cre¬ 
ates its own fun factor through the twisty bits. 

The riding position is ideal for the job, the 
rider leaning slightly forward to the bars but 
not so extreme as some pure sportsters. 

The minimalist front bodywork (the small 
wind deflector in front of the digital instrument 
binnacle) doesn’t look big enough to be of 
practical use but for a rider of my size (pretty 
average) it proved more than an ornament. 


Of course there’s wind blast at 60 to 70mph, 
but rather than being uncomfortable I found 
the pressure only served to take the weight 
off my wrists and arms so a 200-mile test ride 
didn’t cause any more strain to aging muscles 
than a fully-faired tourer. 

A quick burst of acceleration will be felt in 
the arms as your body gets pushed back, but 
that’s surely another little part of the thrill of 
riding a quick bike. It’s like hanging on to a 
thoroughbred horse. 

The seat is surprisingly comfortable but 


the pillion is minimal and I wouldn’t fancy 
spending too much time on that. The sharp 
rear-end styling doesn’t leave a lot of room for 
strapping on any luggage, either, although you 
can buy a cargo net from Honda’s accessory 
range. 

The CB1000R is one of a trio of one-litre 
Hondas which have a lot in common but are in 
fact very different machines. Its other sibling, 
the CBF1000FA, also shares the basic Fire¬ 
blade engine but comes with a bikini fairing, 
touring-style seats and some 20bhp less. 


Bikes, probably more than cars, are a very 
subjective choice and much depends on rider 
preferences and the type of use you intend to 
put it to. 

The CB1000R has the advantage of strik¬ 
ingly good, futuristic looks and an respon¬ 
sive engine with Honda’s legendary smooth 
and reliable nature. It offers a lot of fun for a 
road-going machine, and a naked bike experi¬ 
ence which for many provides the essence of 
motorcycling.

Freelander 
a class act

Land Rover has unveiled the most luxurious 
and best equipped Freelander ever - and 
despite all the extra kit it costs less than the 
previous flagship of the range. 

And we know there will never be a better Freeland¬ 
er because the model is due to be replaced next year 
by the Discovery Sport. 

Most manufacturers produce special editions during a 
model’s run-out period, and in this case it’s the £35,995 Me¬ 
tropolis which builds on the previously top-of-the-range HSE 
Lux with premium Windsor leather, electrically-adjustable 
seats, a panoramic sunroof, xenon headlights, a reversing 
camera, premium metallic paint, gloss black interior high¬ 
lights and new 19in alloy wheels. 

Launched at the Windsor Horse Show, it heads up a com¬ 
pletely revised Freelander range, with new trim levels and 
power train options. 

It should boost Freelander sales at a time when the popu¬ 
larity of compact SUVs is still growing, as is the choice and 
sophistication of the competition. 

That said, the Freelander 2 already has the advantage 
of being instantly recognisable as a product of the iconic 
marque, with styling cues taken from the Discovery and of 
course, the Range Rover. 

For many that makes it an object of desire, and does sec¬ 
ondhand values no harm at all. 

Off-roader 

The 4x4 Freelander is a serious off-roader, but it’s also 
roomy and comfortable everyday transport on the road: and 
in the case of the Metropolis downright luxurious. It’s the ul¬ 
timate Freelander, in a range which has been moving further 
upmarket with each successive revision. 

Driver and passengers can relax in the plush leather 
and in air conditioned comfort, while enjoying the same 
high-powered surround sound system fitted to top Jaguar 
models. 

A central colour touch-screen provides compact and 
easy-to-use controls for the satnav, audio and Bluetooth 
telephone systems. 

It is, naturally, powered by the top engine in the range, the 
190PS, 2.2-litre, four-cylinder diesel which can take it from 
a standstill to 62mph in under ten seconds and average a 
little over 40mpg. 

The smooth and responsive automatic transmission is 
standard: you have to concentrate to even feel the changes 
which adds to the car’s upmarket feel. 

That feeling is echoed in the interior: not just the Metrop¬ 
olis extras but the styling cues on the instruments and con¬ 
trols which just scream Range Rover. 

A previous makeover simplified the switchgear, removing 
for example the big Terrain Response’ knob so that there’s 
now just one switch allowing you to scroll through a menu 
of settings which govern how the gears, throttle and steering 
respond best in any given conditions. 

Land Rover prides itself on the superior off-road capabil¬ 
ities of all its cars and the Freelander is no exception. But 
long gone are the days of the Series I’s rough ride resulting 
from the necessarily beefy, long travel suspension. 

Now they have to compete with the comfort and ride qual¬ 
ity of their less versatile rivals on the road where, let’s face it, 
SUVs will spend most of their time. 

The Freelander soaks up the bumps, with a smooth, sa¬ 
loon car-like ride while the engine is refined and quiet. High¬ 
speed cornering in a high vehicle like this inevitably means 
some body roll, but it’s not enough to cause discomfort. 

If the original Freelander was the baby of the range, the 
Freelander 2 is the teenager because it grew in all direc¬ 
tions, so it’s now not all that far behind its more expensive 
siblings in terms of room for five passengers. The 755 litres 
of boot space makes it useful family transport and by folding 
down the three rear seats you can extend that to 1,670 litres. 
The towing limit is 2,000kg. 

Electric windows and mirrors, split/fold rear seats, rear 
parking sensors, and electronic safety systems such as dy¬ 
namic stability control are standard across the new Free¬ 
lander range, which consists of five models. 

All are now powered by the same turbo-diesel engine, 
with three trim levels (including Metropolis) - the other two 
both come with manual or auto gearbox options. The new 
line-up starts from £27,765.

Within a statement of busi¬ 
ness jargon came the reason: “Having discussed his 
re-engaging with the chairman’s broader business 
while remaining involved with Villa in a non-opera- 
tional role, agreement could not be reached.” writes 
Nick Mashiter 


We live in multi-cultural 
society and sometimes it 
would be nice to see things 
in plain English, but then 
many of us have learned 
the word Shunammite from 
Randy Lerner this year. 
Every cloud. 

Many would have ex¬ 
pected Faulkner to stay on, 
at least until a takeover was 
imminent, so the timing of 
his departure is a surprise. 

It is not linked to a buy¬ 
out which leaves the situa¬ 
tion open to future debate. 
It only adds to the fear the 
club continues to tread 
water, struggling to shake 
the limbo which has en¬ 
gulfed them.

He is a decent and hon¬ 
est man who was always 
well-intentioned and his exit 
only serves to add to the un¬ 
certainty, not ease it. 

Robin Russell, chief fi¬ 
nancial officer, has stepped 
in to try to achieve continu¬ 
ity and the day-to-day run¬ 
ning of the club is unlikely 
to be affected. Villa insist it

is business as usual - pre¬ 
sumably because they have 
got used to a certain level of 
upheaval. 

Assistant manager Ian 
Culverhouse and head of 
football operations Gary 
Karsa left in May, sacked 
for alleged bullying. There 
is little room for manoeuvre 
for manager Paul Lambert 
in the transfer market, as he 
again relies on free transfers 
and bargain buys.
